DIAMONDS 


Gems Also Torn From the

HALL BOY IS ARRESTED 


Admits He'd Foment 


Strikes for Germany 


Confesses to Having Played 


a Part In the Crime and 
is Charged With Murder 
—Jewels Worth Half a 
Million Found Concealed 
In Strong Box of the 
Home.

New York, Sept. 9.—Owney Talas, 


a Russian-Finn, for two and one- 
half months' a hall-boy in the home 
of Mrs. Elizabeth Nichols, the aged 
widow who met death last night at 
the hands of masked men who rob- 
bed her of gems valued at $10,000, 
was arrested today after he had con- 
fessed, the police assert, to having 
played a part in the crime. He was 
formally charged with murder. 


All other servants in the house 


were freed of suspicion, Deputy Po- 
lice Commissioner Lord announced, j 


Preliminary examination of Mrs. 


Nichols' body revealed the probabil- 
ity that she had died of fright and 
not of strangulation as at first sup- 
posed, Mr. Lord said. 
An autopsy 


to be performed late today will dis- 
close the exact cause of death. 


Although the 
burglars stripped 


their victim's fingers and ears of dia- 
monds and other jewels worth flO,- 
000, 
they failed to rifle the strong- 


box of her safe, in which she kept 
gems valued at trom $250,000 to 
1500,000. 


Detectives working on the case as- 


serted soon after reaching the house 
that they believed the robbers prob- 
ably had assistance from some one 
on the premises. 
Accordingly they 


sought the friends of the hall-boy, 
found five of them in Harlem, took 
them to a station house for interro- 
gation. 


The maid, the cook and the butler, 


In addition to Talas, also were close- 
ly questioned. 
The cook and the 


butler were both out of the house at 
the time, it was said. 


The maid and Talas told virtually 


the same story: That 
masked men 


had forced their way into the house, 
overpowered them, tied and gagged 
them, and then attacked the 
aged 


•widow. The chjef difference in their 
stories was that the maid said that 
there were two masked men and the 
hall-boy said there were three. 


Mrs. Nichols, in the opinion of the 


police, resisted the masked burglars 
with all the strength her 60 years 
permitted. 
Mr. Lord said today that 


a preliminary examination of the 
body showed that she had died of 
fright and notwithstanding the cloth 
drawn tightly around her neck when 
the body was found, she had 
not 


been strangled. 


With Mrs. Nichols, lying dead on 


the floor of her room, the hall-boy 
apparently unconscious from a blow 
on the head from the butt of a re- 
volver, and the maid bound and gag- 
ged in the servants' quarters, the 
masked robbers looted the premises. 
Apparently their first act was 
to 


strip the diamonds fro mtheir vic- 
tim's fingers. 
The ear rings also 


were taken. The value of these gems 
was placed today at about $10,000 
by Mrs. Nichols' nephew, Maitland 
P. Griggs. 


The key to the Nichols strong box 


carried on a string around her neck 
was reported missing. 
The 
strong 


box, in a safe in the house, contain- 
ed, it was estimated, 
gems worth 


$250,000 to $500,000. 
At first it 


was feared, the burglars, knowing 
that she had these jewels in the safe, 
had rifled it, but examination of the 
safe today showed that the strong 
box with its contents was intact. 


Talas, in what the police 
claim 


was his confession is alleged to have 
said that for some time several men 
(had been endeavoring to get him to 
"stand in with them," to rob Mrs. 
Nichols, but that he had 
refused 


such advances until Tuesday night 
when he consented, upon the under- 
standing that Mrs. Nichols was not 
to be harmed. He is further alleged 
to have told the police it was under- 
stood that only the jewels his em- 
ployer wore on her person were to be 
taken. The police version of the 
confession quotes Talas as saying 
the men arrived at the Nichols home 
at 9 o'clock last night by appoint- 
ment and in response to a 
double 


ring at the basement door, he ad- 
mitted them.

WHEN AIRSHIPS 


VISIT ENGLAND

The Hesperian's Gun. 


(Philadelphia Record.) 


In standing pat upon the proposi- 


tion that no American lives may be 
Imperiled nor American property de- 
stroyed by attacks without warning 
upon unarmed and unresisting mer- 
chant steamers the 
United 
States 


occupies 
ground 
unassailable 
in 


morals or in international law. Be- 
yond that proposition ii is dubious 
how far we may rightfully go. 


Germany's contention, 
from 
the 


outset of her policy of submarine 
warfare on merchant shipping, has 
been that the introduction of new 
elements into naval war has 
made 


obsolete the rules of international 
law framed to fit outworn condi- 
tions; that a submarine cannot halt 
a merchant ship, search it and pro- 
vide for the safety of those on board 
•without being subjected to 
attack 


and destruction meanwhile. We have 
denied this contention, at the same 
time pointing out that even it it were

navy cipher is kept always in a canvas 
bag, which is lined with zinc and heav- 
ily weighted. The bas? is in the per- 
sonal custody of the < "mmandlng offi- 
cer uC the ship, who lias orders never 
to let it get away from Liin, but to 
throw it overboard In (he event of cap- 
ture by an enemy. The advent of wire- 
less telegraphy has made this precau- 
tion doubly necessary, for the solution 
of an enemy's cipher in time of wai 
might easily turn the scales of victory. 


The only naval code book ever cap- 


tured by an enemy was the one car- 
ried by the Chesapeake in the war of 
1812. 
The commander of the Chesa- 


peake, Captain Lawrence, was wound- 
ed early in the battle, and no one else 
knew where the code book was kept 
When the frigate surrendered the Brit- 
ish fibund the code behind a sliding 
panel, and the book is now In the Brit- 
ish museum. 


The Cipher of the var department la 


very simple In its nature and by virtue 
of this simplicity, ease of operation, in- 
scrutability and rapidity with which a 
new key can be substituted is said to 
hold first place among the military ci- 
phers of the world. Army officers who 
hare used other codes say that none of 
them compares to this one. 


This cipher may in a general wty 


bo described as an ingenious method 
of distorting the order of words in a 
message and further obscuring the 
meaning by the systematic introduc- 
tion of irrelevant words and meaning- 
less names. The variety of distortions 
Is gieat, and whenever a copy of the 
cipher is captured another cipher can 
be communicated in a very short time 
to all those who should have it 


A simple and ingenious naval cipher 


•was invented by Captain Charles Mor- 
ris for the use of the American navy 
during the war of 1812 and has been 
utilized by the navy department, with 
modifications, ever since. The princi- 
ple is applicable alike to flag ciphers 
or numerical ciphers transmitted by 
telegraph or wireless. 


Captain Morris in a hand written sig- 


nal book bound by him In 1811 stated: 


A circumstance may sometimes render It 
desirable to change the signification of the 
flags or the numbers expressed by them. 
The following method should therefore be 
adopted: 


Let each day of the week be Inserted In 


the signal book opposite a number. To 
esch of these days affix a. certain number, 
which la always to be communicated oral- 
ly under charge of seoreoy, that no ««femy 
or improper person can become acquaint- 
ed with it. The following list Is an ex- 
ample:

Before commencing your communication 
insert the number corresponding to the 
day you wifh to use. Thla will signify to 
the person who is to read the signal that 
he is to add the number corresponding to 
that day to all signals that may be made. 
The person sending the signal will sub- 
tract the same number from all signals. 
By this means an enemy's knowledge of 
your ordinary signals might really be con- 
verted to his dieadvantage instead of tho 
benetit which he might promise himself 
from them. 


While nobody could tell you today 


the code used by any power in trans- 
mitting important and vital news and 
instructions, some of the more ordinary 
ciphers have been discovered. For in- 
stance, one of the simplest of all offi- 
cial ciphers Is that used by the British 
foreign office for the transmission of 
comparatively unimportant messages, 
the cipher being too well known to 
risk detection when there is much at 
stake. 


The letters of the alphabet are ar- 


ranged in the form of a square:

TURKISH WATERS 


(ASSOCIATED PRBSS TILEQRAM) 


Berlin, Sept. 9.—(By wireless to 


Tuckertowu, N. J.) — A statement 
given out 
by the Overseas News 


Agency today quotes the Weserzeit- 
ung of Breman as saying that the 
British steamship Southland, serv- 
ing as a transport, was torpedoed re- 
cently iu Turkish waters. 


The News Agency says: 
"The 
Weserzeitung 
of Bremen 


points out that the transport South- 
land was torpedoed in Turkish wa- 
ters. 
The Southland formerly 
was 


the Red Star liner, Vaderland. These 
steamers flew the Belgian flag up to 
the time of the occupation of Bel- 
gium, and then sailed under the Am- 
erican flag. 
Now the 
Southland, 


which lately was flying the American 
flag, suddenly was changed into 
a 


British transport." 


Xo previous report has been made 


concerning the 
torpedoing 
of 
the 


Southland. A wireless dispatch from 
Berlin last week quoted a telegram 
from Sofia to the effect that a rlrit- 
ish transport had been sunk by a 
mine off the entrance to the Darda- 
nelles, with the loss of 
1870 
men. 


It was thought at the time that the 
Berlin report might have been an 
inaccurate version of the sinking of 
the British transport Royal Edward 
in the Aegean sea on August 14, by 
a German submarine. 


The British government has made 


no announcement of the sinking of 
another transport, following the loss 
of the Royal Edward. Shipping rec- 
ords show, however, that 
the 
Red 


Star liner, Vaderland, was re-named 
the Southland, being placed 
under 


the British flag, and was comman- 
deered by the British government for 
war purposes last .March. She is list- 
ed as being employed in the hospital 
ser\ ice.
